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TECHNICAL  NOTE 


Basic  Data  Relating  to  the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
has  been  published  annually  since  1961.  Single  copies  of  the 
current  issue  are  available  at  NIH  information  offices. 

The  booklet  is  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief, 
Program  Analysis  Branch,  DPA,  OPPE.  Data  are  derived  from 
NIH  records  and  studies  unless  otherwise  noted.  DPA 
develops  the  data  on  national  support  for  health  R&D  from 
annual  surveys  and  other  sources.  The  Statistics  and 
Analysis  Branch,  DRG,  compiles  the  data  on  NIH  awards.  The 
Divisions  of  Financial  Management  and  of  Personnel 
Management,  OA,  are  the  sources  of  information  on  NIH 
budget  and  staff,  respectively.  (See  "Abbreviations,"  page 
62.) 

Programs  that  have  been  transferred  out  of  NIH  —  NIMH, 
DRMP,  DBS,  and  BHME  —  are  excluded  from  all  data  except 
national  and  Federal  time  series.  DRR,  though  located  in 
BHME  from  4/68  to  9/70,  is  always  included  with  Institutes 
and  Research  Divisions.  The  transition  quarter  (see  "TQ," 
page  63)  is  excluded  throughout.  The  NIMH  portion  of  GRS 
grants,  which  were  administered  by  DRR,  is  included  in  all 
award  data  through  1974.  (See  "Chronology,"  page  55,  for  ma- 
jor organizational  changes.) 

"Health  R&D"  denotes  medical  and  health-related  pro- 
jects, resources,  and  general  support,  but  no  training  or  con- 
struction. In  health  R&D  series  (pages  1-5),  the  NIH  compo- 
nent contains  certain  items  not  classified  as  research  in 
other  tables,  such  as  cancer  control,  portions  of  NLM  and 


direct  operations,  and  foreign  currency  funds  not  directly  ap- 
propriated to  NIH. 

All  award  data  exclude  scientific  evaluation  grants  ($10 
million  in  FY  1980)  and  interagency  agreements.  Supplemen- 
tal awards,  unless  noted,  are  only  counted  when  the  parent 
award  is  from  a  prior  year's  funds,  and  such  supplements  if 
multiple  are  counted  as  one.  See  Table  27  for  classification  of 
research  grants 

Differences  between  "obligations"  and  "awards"  are 
caused  by  differences  in  treatment  of  certain  items  (cancer 
control,  scientific  evaluation,  administering  vs.  funding  l/RD 
compilations,  etc.)  in  the  accounting  methods  used  by  the 
various  data  sources.  The  largest  difference  reflects  the 
handling  of  cancer  control,  which  is  identified  in  obligation 
tables  but  partially  integrated  in  award  presentations. 

For  mortality  and  morbidity,  1978  data  are  based  on  the 
Eighth  Revision  of  the  International  Classification  of 
Diseases;  1979  data,  on  the  Ninth  Revision.  Comparability 
ratios  are  available  from  NCHS  (see  telephone  numbers, 
pages  19-21). 

Detail  may  not  add  to  totals  because  of  rounding  and, 
where  noted,  because  of  data  included  in  totals  only. 
Historical  data  are  often  revised.
